It
developed that the King woman is Young’s
daughter. Attorney Collins gpaid that
Young was employed by him on a salary
of $3 per week, but did not state the na-
ture of the work he was engaged in.

SUICIDE OF BEUBEN SHIRRIFFS,
A CIVIL ENGINEER.

Financial Troubles the Cause—Deed
Committed at Home of His
Mother-in-Law.

Reuben Shirrlfls, a civil engineer, fifty-
two years old, ended his life last night at
his home, 2015 Hillyer place, by inhaling il-
luminating gas. His body was found in
the pantry, this morning by Policeman
Betts, who was summoned to the house by
Mrs. Louise Bruce, mother-in-law of the
man who took his life. Before going to
the pantry last night Shirriffs spent some
little time writing messages to his mother-
in-law. In one letter he went Into detall
about his financlal distress and other trou-
bles and gave & full statement of his busi-
ness aftairs. Mra. Bruce told something ot
the conténts of this letter, but would not
give, gut  its ﬂl“‘rﬂ contents, as she said

In this note
Shirriffs told her he had tried to avoid tak-
fng his life, but troubles had come upon him
s0 thick that he could stand them no long-
er. Hea informed her that his dead body
would be found in the house and she made
a hasty search of the premises, but failed
to find his body. Her next door neighbor
was summoned and told of the note, and
he sent for the policeman.

Upon the arrival of the latter he was
told that the basement had not been search-
ed and as soon as he descended the statrs
he detected the odor of gas. Stretched
upon a blanket on the floor of the small
kitchen pantry was the dead body of the
civil engineer. The gas was pouring from
an open jet and it required but a glance
to convince the policeman that life had
been extinet several hours. As a matter
of precaution the officer summoned Dr.
Mason and the latter sald an undertaker
and not a doctor was wanted.

States Cause of Despondency.

In the note that was left in the dining
room the writer told of the other letter,
and Mrs. Bruce found it where the writer
indicated he had left it. The deed was
prompted, he said, by financial troubles and
lliness of Shirrift's wife. who is In Chicago.
* Shirriffs was chief engineer of the Great
Falls Electric Power Company, but had
been out. of employment more than a
month. - He stated .in . the letter to

mother-in-law that he had no prospects far.

future. He was a native of Nova Scotla,
and his wife was a Miss Bruce, a m(_-mlwr
of a prominent family in Richmond, Va.
Mrs. Shirriffs was too ill to come here
from Chicago with her mother and hus-
band, and they were about to move there.
Last night Shirriffs and his mother-in-law
spent some time packing their effects, to
have them shipped to Chicago today. About
10:30 o'clock they separated, and Mrs.
Bruce thought he had retired until she
found the note this morning and went on an
investigating tour. Then she telegraphed
word of the sad affair to her daughter.
Acting Coroner Glazebrook investigated
the affair and gave the necessary death
certificate. Undertaker Zurhorst took
charge of the body, and arrangements for
the funeral will not be made until Mrs.
Shirriffs is heard from. It is likely that the
body will be taken to Richmond for burial.
